“I question,” he added, “whether it 
is one-hundredth part as great as thé 
risk he runs of being killed or maimea 
by an automobile.’’ 

He expressed the opinion, however, 
that he would not have the law so 
changed as to remove any substantial 
safeguard to true innocence *which it 
now affords. He declared himself in 
favor:of grand juries and of the law 
that prevents a man once fairly and 
properly trieg for a crime and ejther 
convicted or acquitted, from  bsing 
brought to trial again for the same or- 
fense. He deciared that “one of the 
most enlightened changes made by 
modern statutes in the rules of eyi- 
dence permits the accused to testify is 
nis own behalf.” 

He concluded by declaring that the 
people can rule if they are in earnest 
and wish to rule. “And to show this 
earnestness,” he said, “to assure this 
genuine and lasting supremacy, Ameri- 
can people must thorough, rationally 
and honestly recast its criminal laws.”

J. B. Walton, representing the Corn 
Products Refining Company, the _ s80- 
called trust. formed the most interesi- 
ing incident at today’s hearing on the 
tariff schedule covering agricultural 
products and provisions, Citrus fruits 
also oa@cupied considerable attention. 

Mr. Walion admiited that his com- 
pany sells corn starch at a loss in the 
United Kingdom, at a price forty cents 
less than it is sold in this country. 

Florida fruit growers gave the com- 
mittee information on citrus fruit, 
Pineapples and vegetables, especially | 
as affected by competition with Cuba, | 
and requested either the retention of | 
the present tariff on these articles or 
an increase in the duty. 
The argument that ‘the 
Florida, Arizona, Louisiana and 
fornia can in time produce all of the 
citrus fruits used in cag United States” 
was put forth by EK. P. Porcher, of 
Jacksonville, Fie., for a protective duty 
on oranges and lemons.

CROKER COMIN 


Former Tammany-"Boss” Sends 
a Wireless Interview 


as 


And He Desires to See Those That 
Are Left—After Meeting His 
Friends He May Spend the 
Winter in California 


On Board the Steamer Lusitania, at 
Sea, November '!8.—(By Wireless from 
Halifax, N. S.)—Ae the Lusitania was 
approaching the American coast today, 
Richard Croker, the former Tammany 
leader, looking more rugged and vig- 
orous even than in the old days spoke 
freely of his visit to the United States, 
to which, he confided, he had looked 
forward with a great longing. 

Mr. Croker’s iast visit to his old 
home was a sorrowful one, as it was 
for the purpose of attending the fu- 
nera!l of his favorite son, Frank, who 
had been killed in an automobile acci- 
dent at Ormond, Fla. This was in Feb- 
ruary, 1905, and it was not unnatural 
that on such a Mission the former 
Tammany chieftan should show the 
marks of age and grief. 

“Many of my old friends are pass- 


ing away, and I desire to see those of 


them that are left,” he said.

ADDRESS 


Cenvention One of the Most Suc- 
Cessful Gatherings Ever Held 
“by the Georgia Federation. 
Delegates Now on Their 
Way Homeward.

Valdosta, Ga., November |8.—(Spe- 
cial].)—After one of the busiest and 
most successful annual meetings in the 
history of the organization, the twelfth 
annual meeting of the Georgia Federa- 
tion adjourned tonight. Mrs. M.. A. 
Lipscomb, who was elected last fall for 
two years, came expecting to resign this 
year, feeling the duties of the office 
taxing her strength, but her resigna- 
toon would hot be considereg and she 
continues in her splendid leadership of 
the club work. Not only has she given 
her thought and time to every detail 
of the Federation, but she acted as per- 
scnal director to the movement of the 
Tallulah school, industrial work and re- 
porteg over $2,000 in the treasury and 
in five minutes collected an additionai 
$500 from the convention. 

Guests of Honor. 


The guests of honor at the three ses- 
sions of the convention were Miss 
Louisa Poppenheim, of Charleston, a 
vice president and director of the Gen- 
eral Federation, a leader of the club 
movement in South Carolina, a member 
of the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, an honorary member of the 
American Society of Londen, editor of 
The Keystone, and Miss Celestia Par- 
rish, of the State Normal school in 
Athens and director of the  Pea- 
body Practice school of Athens. 
As director of the General Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs, Miss Pop- 
penheim, of Charleston, brought a mes- 
sage from the national body and urged 
the attendance of the club women at 
the biennial meetings. She referred to 
them as influencing the thought and 
life of the moment. As chairman of the 
rext council meeting in San Antonio, 
she asked Georgia to send a large dele- 
gation, She explained the relations of 
the Stgte Federation to the General 
Federation ang of the individual club 
to the General Federation. The or- 
ganization, Miss Peppenheim deciared, 
was rooted on American life today, and 
rests with the American club women to 
Shape, te prime and to trim it so that 
it grows along lines of beauty, useful- 
ness and truth. 

As recent lines of work undertaken 
ir the Federation she enumerated that 
for the ‘prevention of tuberculosis, for 
the better civil service’ reform: in ¢én- 
nection with all public appointments in 
those institutions caring for unfertun- 
ate women ang dependent children, for 
ihe preservation of the forests and the 
Appalachian reservation, for- the en- 
forcement of the pure food law, for in- 
creased interest in housearold economics, 
for the passage of child labor laws 
where there is need for them, for the 
creation of state library commissions 
and for free public ltbraries and for 
equal educational opportunities for all 
children in the United States. She 
mentioneg the affillation of the General 
Federation and the National Educa- 
tional Association and the establish- 
ment for scholarship fund in coopera- 
tion with the Society of Ameri- 
can Women in London, of which 
society Miss Poppenheim is an 
nonerary member. The necessity

One of the most interesting reports 
read at the morning session was that 
io £{Mrs. 8S, B. C. Morgan, of Savannah, 
in which she set forth the work be- 
ing done by the association for the ed- 
ucation of the Georgia mountaineer. 
Mrs. H. H. Tift, of Tifton, one of the 
most valued and energetic members of 
the federation, made an interesting re- 
port as delegate to the Boston biennial. 
The delegates were the guests at 
luncheon today of the Wymaudausis 
Club at the Valdes hotel. Recommend- 
ed by the executive board, the federa- 
tion, acting on a suggestion made by 
John Ww. Greer, of iftzgeraid, 
passed a resolution of significant pur- 
pose, which recognizes as one of the 
crying demands of the moment the es- 
tablishment of rural hospitals and dis- 
pensaries amd traveling trained nurses. 
The resolution was that the federation 
take up the consideration of the sub- 
ject and that the health committee 
preceed to formulate some plan for the 
establishment of such agencies and to 
place this plan before those*® persons to 
whose provinge and -power would rest 
the establishment af such hospitals 
and dispensaries and traveling or dils- 
trict nursing. This movement received 
the. enthusiastic Indorsement of Mrs. 
Westcott, of Savannah, delegate for 
the Georgia Association of Trained 
Nurses. 

Address by McClaughry. 

“The Modern Purpose in the Impris- 
onment of the Criminal’’ wag the sub- 
ject of an able paper addressed to club 
women at their concluding session by 
Charles C. McClaughry, deputy warden 
of Atlanta’s federal prison.

A most in | work undertaken 
by Mrs. Bugene Heard, of _EVberton, 
who is attending the Federation meet- 
ing, relates to the practical experiments

“] have been deeply interested in the 
subject of industria] training for the 
youth of the state,” said Mrs. Heard, 
when asked about the proposed indus- 
trial school for negro children. 

“But I was ill the past year and ur- 
able to work as ae On the 
mode] school work as I had done for- 
merly. It occurred to me that if this 
industrial trainin 
to the white you 
some form of such education was, the 
only one to induce the usefulness of the 
negro. I could not build a model achool 
for him, but I could help do ft. In the 
meantime I wanted to do something 
for the negro who has the school 
age and upon whom we were depend- 
ent for farm labor. 
| “I then conceived the idea of the 
negro fair, which proved a most u- 
lar movement among them. I assisted | 
them perfect thelr organization; then 
I let them carry on the business them- 


selves. Prizes were offered on every 
kind of farm and home product, and a 
negro was put at the head of the en- } 
terprise and they worked it out them- 
selves. P ‘

Mes. Sneed’s Inspiring Talk. 

The relation of library work to edu- 
cation was emphasized by Mrs. Percival 
Sneed in her address relative to the 
scope and possibilities of a state library 
commission, which Was one of 
the most inspiring of the meet- 
ing. The function of ” atace 
commission, as she dened it,. is 
te organize free public Nbraries wher- 
ever there ia a demand for them and 
encourage their establishment where 
they are most needed. She explained 
the difference between the free public 
library. which is supported by tne 
municipality, and the free library 
maintained by endowment. 

The New York library commission has 
an appropriation of $60,000, Minnesota 
ranking next has an appropriation of 
$35,000, these appropriations being the 
largest of the twenty-eight states hav- 
ing appropriations for commissions. 

Georgia has no appropriation at ail, 
though Georgia’s commissioner, Mrs. 
Sneed, is president of the Nationa] 
League of Ldsbrary Comissions, and 
recognized as one of the foremost of 
women specialists in library work, 

She described as ideal the library 
ccnditions in Massachusettes. the appro- 
priation of the commission being small, 
and the need for a larger one, 
there being no part or community is 
the state where there was not a library 
within walking distance. 

She impressed upon her hearers the 
necessity of trained librarians, especial- 
ly in the organization of one, and ¢&x- 
plained that all advice On such mat- 
ters would be given ;by application 
either to the Georgia commission, or to 
the Carnegie library. The American 
Library Association, she said, had a Met 
of the best 10,000 booksfor the new li- 
brary and of 1,000 books for the best 
gmali library. 

She stated that the Carnegie library 
fund did not carry with it the obiiga-~ 
tion of the name, and that Mr. Carne- 
gie, far from demanding /it, rather 
shrunk from it. 

Her talk, directly following that of 
Mrs. B G McCabe, whose official re- 
port will be made on the official page, 
enthused the audience, and impressed 
ihem with the value of woman's in- 
terest in this phase of education.

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SUPPRESSING THE MAILED FIST. 


Apparently Emperor William is about the only man to whom is denied 
freedom of public utterance in Germany. 

The emperor has promised in future to submé#t to a rigid censorship; his 
every speech henceforth, intended for public consumption, must be read and 


blue-pencilled by the imperial chancellor. 

The chancellor demanded the concession in the name of the German 
people; its-denial would have meant his resignation. It would also have 
meant more and severer criticism of the German ruler in press and public 
meeting, which, while givinmg free reign to their own condemnatory speech, 
demanded that the emperor should curb his tongue. 

And the “mailed fist,” the ruler “by divine right,’ has yielded. Here- 
after his chancellor will decide whether he ought to talk at all and what 
he ought to say. 

It will be difficult for the.people of the United States to comprehend a 
situation like this. . 

What imagination can picture any man or set of men ‘telling President 
Roosevelt to “Shut up!” Or, President Roosevelt shutting up, even if any 
had the temerity to demand it? : 

Threatened resignations would prove trifles light as air. 

We are reminded in this connection of the story told of the president 
and ex#enator Spooner.

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COFFEE AND PRINTERS’ INK. 


The millions of money expended in recent years in the United States 
and on the continent of.Europe by the manufacturers of cocoa, chicory and 
postum has come very near destroying the coffee industry of Brazil. 

The growers of that country have begun to realize that the campaign 
of education waged through the press by interests antagonistic to them has 
resulted in seriously affecting the demand for coffee.’ 

The consumption of coffée in the United States has not increased one 
bag in six years. Europe has shown a decided falling off. 
of such a decrease has had a tremendous effect upon the growers of the 
Sao Paulo, Rio and Minas, who produce three-fourths of the world’s supply 
of ceffee. 

Thus they propose to begin a counter campaign of education. Since 
printers’ ink has proven their undoing; since the influence of printers’ ink 
has weaned the coffee drinker away from his favorite beverage, the coffee pro- 
ducers have chose printers’ ink as their weapon of defense and attack. 

The Journal of Commerce, of Rio de Janeiro, and The Brazilian Review 
have recently given considerable attention to the plight of the coffee trade. 
Tbe situation is thus stated by the representative of a Havre coffee house: 


; Let us be frank. Coffee today has not one real friend. The trade is 
holding off, speculation takes no interest; but, worst of all, it is becoming the 
fashion to ak ill of coffee in consuming countries. Scientists and doctors 
say that it is injurious to health. Those interested In cocoa, chicory and postum 
foster this tendency. This opposition must be overcome by means of a colossal 
but intelligent campaign. 


He urges that the nutritive and strengthening qualities of coffee be 
proven by experiments in schools, factories and mines, and the results be 
scattered broadcast through the newspaper. To do this he urges an expendi- 
ture of from 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 francs annually for three yéars. 

Just how actively the opponents of rival beverages have waged their cam- 
paign is known to all newspaper and magazine readers of the United States. 
The publication of any argument or defense of coffee has heretofore been 
conspicuously absent. 

But the Brazilian growers expect the new propaganda to bear results. 
They look for at increase in consumption of 10 per cent, or 10,000,000 bags a 
year. Speculation in the coffee market is to be revived, with an idea of 
putting up the price. Already work has been begun ¥ Italy, Brussels and 
in Paris. 

The East Indian coffee people have also been aroused to action and it is 
probable that as a result of their joint efforts the delights, attractions, health- 
s {fulness and sustaining qualities of coffee will now be seductively spread be- 
fore the newspaper readers of the civilized world.

Editor Constitution: Please accept my 
thanks for your timely ang courageous 
editorial, “The South Must Face the 
Facts.” Your defense of the effort of 
the commission on country life to as- 
certain faulty sanitary conditions tm 
the south with a view to their removal 
is’ eminently. calculated to advance 
their mission, a mission with which [. 
would not have permitted myself to be 
identified unless I were assured it 
aimed at the undoubted ultimate wel- 
fare of this section. 

It will be noticed that criticisms 
which have followed the work of the 
commission have._not been directed at 
the unfortunate situation disclosed, but 
at the men with the intell€gence and 
devotion to bring them to the light of 
day. Such policy is cowardly and 
suicidal. in that it not only places a 
premium upon the suppression of truth, 
but operates as well squarely against 
the removal of conditions that feed 
the death rate and lower the producing 
efficiency of the southern people. 

Evidence offered at the hearings of 
the commission in North Carolina, for 
instance, clearly demonstrated that 
absence of sanitary facilities and ig- 
nortng of hygienic law in the rural 
districts, were directly responsible for 
an abnormal mortality and for an un- 
necessary prevdlence of disease. The 
indictment did not rest upon bare as- 
fgertion. It was supported by testi- 
mony and statisticg that had been over- 
whelmingly verified by men whose life- 
work had been a conscientious study 
and investigation of the subject. 

The natural assumption is that sucn 
disclosures would be welcomed by those 
in authority, since it placed in their 
possession material wherewith to ap- 
ply swift and proven means of mitiga- 
tion. Instead, these fortificd findings 
have been impeached by mere “ipse 
dixit” procedure, and their authors 
challenged as to their motives and 
veracity. 

It is a source of gratification that 
the official attitude in Georgia toward 
such matters is wholesomely candid. 
One of the main counts in the bill of 
complaint against the commission in 
North Carolina rested upon its revela- 
tions with regard to the disastrous 
presence of hook-worm disease in the 
country districts. 

The Georgia board of health. by con- 
trast, has not only admitted the wide- 
spread prevalence of this disease, but, 


bf its secretary, Dr. H. F. Harris, has 
sought to famiifarize the public with 
its symptoms and its deadly effects, 
following each statement with the ex- 
plicit information that in each case a 
few cents’ worth of drugs will effect 
a cure within twenty-four hours. 
Competent and disinterested  south- 
ern medical authorithes have expressed 
the opinion that this easily eradicated 
disorder is the chief factor In the back- 
ward industrial and educational status 
of the south. It has been irrefutably 
ghown that a campaign of publicity and 
the expenditure of a negligible sum 
will permanently relieve us of its in- 
roads.

New York, November |8.—There was 
no new incident today which acted as 
& determining factor on the move- 
ment of prices of stocks, although the 
Operators in the board roon, and at 
stock quotation tickers, were alert, as 
usual, $n ranging the world'for signs 
of such news. In its absence, the Mar- 
ket showed the waning influence of 
some of the older factors which have 
been active for some time past, notably 
since the election. There came _ into 
consideration again a Wall street aphor- 
“prices cango*t 
move in one direction al] the time.’ This 
truism is host sight of in periods of 
speculative excitement, and the fact of 
tts coming into Wew, is in itself, tes- 
timony to the subsidence of excitement 
of the less reasoned kind, sudh as there 
was evidence of on the most active 
days of last week. The decrease of ac- 
tivity in the ‘market is evidence (dn the 
‘same direction. Commission houses re- 
port that the volume of orders from 
clients, in scattered localities, has fgll- 
en off in the last few days. Whether 
from the act that the existing demand 
has been filled, or the dearness of 
prices has lessened the attraction of 
stocks, or suspicion has been aroused 
of an element of manipulation in the 
‘market, which precludes a possible re- 
action. the decrease in the buying of 
stocks is obvious. Some of the commis- 
sion houses make a point of the exls- 
tence of buying orders on their books, 
conditioned on a dechkine from present 
prices. Last week the bulk of buying 
orders was ‘‘at the market.’ It is such 
orders that enabje the wetl-informed 
room traders to cause volatile upshoots 
in prices, by bidding up quotations while 
the buying orders are being executed. 
The task of supporting the market 
grows more difficult when price limmts 
@re placed on the buying orders. The 
growing difficulty of the task was man- 
ifest today, with the indifference shown 
to the striking advances in a number, of 
stocks that have been the most influen- 
tial leaders of «market sentiment for 
months past. The mise in Southern Pa- 
cifie to above 120 established a new 
record for that stock. and Inion Pac!i- 
fic, St, Paul, and Northern Pacific sold 
aa the highest prices of the present 
vear. There were otiner strong poin,s, 
scattered through the list of securities, 
and embracing some of the lowest grade 
of stocks, on which dividends have never 
been paid, and for which earnings show 
nothing available for dividends. The 
awakening from inactivity of this class 
of stocks has a bad effect on speculative 
sentiment as a stirmng up of the dregs 
of the market with the exhaustion 4 
ressibilities in stocks of a more syb 
stantial class. ‘Stocks which rose did so 
in succession, and there was no Ufli- 
form toward movement at any time. 
The tendency 


of. prices to sag while 
such {influential stocks as those ‘nen- 
tioned were advancing was proof of the 
strain to which the support of the mar- 
ket was being subjected. The feeling of 
distrust gathered force and assisted in 
the general decline in the latter part 
of the day. St. Paul was affected by 
a report of an intendéd bond issue to 
be secured by its Pacific coast lines now 
building, and it was on the official de- 
nial of these raports that the stoc k rose 
to 150. Motive power for the move- 
ment in the Harnimans was supplied by 
reiteration of rumors of a nancial plan, 
involving a “melon cutting, the de- 
talls of which were vaguely presented. 
Northern Pacific was bought on one as- 
sumption that the reduction fron the 
price tommorrow of $11. 26 extra @ widend 
would make the stock loog cheap, and 
would lead to some _ recovery, of the 
amount of the dividend.
